the matter of greater care and effort 
in the «»c of correct English, 
two 


prizes* of two dollars nnd fifty cents 
each, were offered for the best letter 
and the best poem written and sub- 
mitted by the students. 
The judges 


were Mrs. Myra Nye and Mr. Ellis 
Parker Butler. The winner of the let- 
ter prize was Vesta Airtps, a member 
of the sophomore class of the 
high 


school and of Miss Clark's class in Eng- 
lish. The winner of the prize for the 
best poem was Bernico Laws, also a 
member of the sophomore class and of 
Miss Gates' class in English. 


Following wo reproduce the letter 


and poem: 


Covina Union High School, 
December 4, 1919. 


, Dear Fellow Students: 


Since this is "Better English Week" 


in our schools, it occurred to me that it 
might be well for us tp- understand 
more fully what is meant by good Eng- 
lish. 
People 
who have 
had 
more 


experience than wo have had say that 
the. use of good English involves more 
than merely an accurate knowledge 
of the rules of grammar. 
Of course 


this is one important factor, without 
which few are able to speak the Eng- 
lish language correctly. 
But further 


than this a person with a large vocabu- 
lary is able much more easily, grace- 
fully, and clearly, 
to 
express 
his 


thoughts in good English thnn is a per- 
son -with a limited vocabulary. 
Ano- 


ther accomplishment along thin line 
•which is valued and appreciated 
by 


students .of English is the ability to 
f.orm sentences with a pleasing sound. 
This art requires a large 
vocabulary 


from which the selection of words may 
be made. 


AU business men and all others who 


have had experience in the world tell 
•us that an accurate knowledge and cor- 
rect usage of the English language is 
of supremo importance in reaching the 
top of the ladder of success toward 
which all arc striving. 
It is my pur- 


pose to show whu't an invaluable aid 
is the study of Latin in connection 
•with this subject of "Better 
Eng- 


lish." 
' In the first place, much of the Eng- 
lish language it 
based 
upon. Latin. 


Some words have been taken over dir- 
ectly and without change from the La- 
tin into 
English. 
Such a word as 


^'simile" has the same meaning as 
the Latin word, 
A vast number of 


English worfls arc made from Latin 


„ roots and<aro given meanings tho same 
' as or similar to the Latin meaning. An 


example is the English word "space" 
derived from the Latin word "spat- 
inm" meaning space, extont or 
dis- 


tance. Thus an accurate knowledge of 
Latin roots, words, and pre-fixes gives 
Vis a means of judging the meaning of 
an English word by simply noting its^ 
foot. 
Such a knowledge would make 


impossible mistakes in the meaning of 
words such as arc frequently made. 
To illustrate this, a Latin student 
(knowing that the Latin word "spec- 
trum" meaiss a vision) would hardly 
be expected fo say that "a specter is 
a kind of newspaper reporter." This 
definition was given, with all serious- 
ness and with no idea o$ being witty, 
in a school room. 


Everything considered, I believe that 


the time required to do justice to a 
course in Latin such a? is offered here 
to us would be by no means wasted, 
but would be of the greatest help to all 
of us now and in the future.

Federals and Confederate! Both Re- 


frained From Damaging Houae 


of Revolutionary Soldier. 


A subscriber who was interested In 


the Companion's account of the re 
Spcct shown to Mount Vernon during 
the Civil war lias called to our atten- 
tion to another historic place that re- 
ceived similar respect and protection 
—the home of Qen. Daniel Morgan, of 
Revolutionary fame. 


During the summer of 1912, says 


our friend, I was visiting !n the Shcn- 
andoah valley, and 
In going 
from 


Shepherdstown 
to 
Harper's 
Ferry 


passed a little village called Morgan's 
Grove. 
My attention was attracted to 


• large, two-story stone house, which 
I discovered to be the old home of 
Qen. Daniel Morgan, the commander 
of the famous "Morgan lllfle Corps," 
At that house Col. Morgan organized 
his famous regiment of riflemen and 
marched to Boston, n distance of six 
hundred miles, to Join Washington's 
army. The men were dressed in deer- 
skin coats and coonskln caps and were 
armed with those long-barreled rifle* 
that they used with such telling effect 
In the battles of the Revolution. At 
the bnttle of Saratoga, when Burgoyne 
asked why the officers of his army 
who were killed had been shot In tho 
hfad, he was Informed that It wns the 
Morgan riflemen who were responsi- 
ble. 
He remarked that It was of no 


use to fight with such on nrmy and 
that he might as well surrender. 


The old stone house at 
Morgans 


Grove stood unmolested during the 
Civil war. Both Confederate and Fed- 
eral soldiers held It In almost sacred 
reverence. 
Early's men and Sheri- 


dan's swept past It on their raids In 
the valley, yet the home of the Mor- 
gans continued to stand as a noble 
monument to the memory of the great 
general who helped to gain our Inde- 
pendence.—Youth's Companion.

Tremendous Walnut Crop 


Sold Out in Record 


"Walnut growers arc at lost realizing 


their fondest dreams, and no longer 
are they pulling out their trees to plant 
citrus fruits in the hope of receiving 
larger returns. Hundreds of ceres of 
bare land are being set out to walnuts, 
and at the .present writing t is prac- 
tically impossible to secure nursery 
stock at any 'price. The industry is 
decidedly prosperous, and growers arc 
confident of the future profits to bo 
realized from the production of this 
crop in California. 


Even the original estimate of tho 


walnut crop this year, which was some 
7,000,000 pounds greater than tho larg- 
est crop ever produced before, has 
proved to bo too low by something 
like 0,000,000 pounds*. Tho best avail- 
able figures at this time indicate that 
the total crop in the state will run 
somewhere around 52,000,000 pounds, 
instead of 46,000,000 pounds, as esti- 
mated at tho beginning of the season, 
or an increase of approximately 33 1-3 
per cent over last year's production. 


This wonderful crop has been har- 


vested in record-breaking time, and has 
taxed the 
capacity 
of the packing 


houses to the utmost. 


Rains in the latter part of Septem- 


ber and early in October caused two- 
thirds of the crop to drop from the 
trees almost immediately, and the en- 
suing six weeks of dry weather made 
conditions for harvesting ideal, with- 
out any of the delays which sometimes 
occur when rainy weather interferes 
with the operation. 


This situation has made it possible 


to move a larger proportion of the crop 
to the eastern markets for the holidays 
than is ordinarily possible, and the vol- 
ume of walnuts shipped in time for 
the Thanksgiving and Christmas trade- 
has only been limited by the capacty 
of the packing houses to handle deliv- 
eries from the growera. The only fea- 
ture which held up the shipments some- 
what wa.s an unexpected shortage of 
bags, due to the longshoremen's strike 
in Ban Francisco, which made it im- 
possible to unload shipments of burlap 
from India. 
Several packing houses 


were forced to close for a few days 
until express shipments of bags could 
be rushed from the north. 


PLANTS TO BE ENLARGED. 
Nearly every packing hou*e is now 


planning to enlarge, and add new equip- 
ment for handling the crop next year, 
and btveral entirely new plants wi'i 
be erected before next season. 
It is 


too early yet to tell anything about 


tho size of the crop next year, but the 
now acreage rapidly coming to full 
production will mean a big increase 
in volume over this year, even if tho 
older orchards produce only an average 
crop. Several hundred acres in the 
Santa Clara and San Joaquin valleys 
are increasing in tonnage rapidly and 
tho quality of tho nuts grown in that 
part of the state' promises to be very 
fancy. Several groups of growers in 
that section arc planning to organize 
local associations for affiliating with 
tho California Walnut Growers' Asso- 
ciation, which has already been hand- 
ling for several years the output of a 
number of the larger orchards. 


That tho walnut/ growers of Califor- 


nia arc making big money this year is 
not to be denied, but this is duo more 
to the fact that they had a heavy crop 
than that they put an exceptionally 
high price on their product. Tho Bur- 
eau of Labor statistics show that the 
average cost of twenty-two of tho lead- 
ing food commodities has increased li! 
per cent in the last year, but the prico, 
of walnuts has scarcely increased 10 
per cent over that of last season, and 
this increase would just about meet 
increased 
cost 
of 
operation, if the 


growers harvested the same tonnage as 
last year. They arc making money thin 
year, on account of the size of tho crop, 
and tho increased acreage coming into 
bearing. 
v 


8UKPRLSE IB HPIU'XG. 


The California Walnut Growers' As- 


sociation .sprung a surprise this year 
when its opening prices named on Oc- 
tober 1st were -i or 5 cents a ,pound 
lower than the trade hud expected. 
This young and aggressive association, 
which markets 80 per cent of the wal- 
nuts, holds a high place in the esteem 
of the eastern buyers of California 
products, who in general are growing 
more and more critical of the HO (filled 
"food combines" iu this state, and 
many telegrams were received roinpli- 
rnenting the management on the nam- 
ing of fair prices. The association di- 
rector* are shrewd enough to rc;ili/c 
that this confidence of the trade i>j one 
of their most valuable assets. 


The first pool closed this year on 


November 15th, and association grow- 
er* have already received the final pay- 
ment OH all walnuts delivered up to 
that date, breaking all previous rec- 
ords in prompt payment. 


Substantial -advance payments were 


made on the delivery to the packing 
houses iu every ante, but thU clean up 


payment represents tho balance of 10 
per cent realized after actual operating1 


and selling expenses were paid. 


CANNED MEATS SUCCESS. 


This year" tho association is putting 


up in cight-ouiiCQ vacuum-packed cans 
a largo part of tho meats extracted in 
tho throe cracking plants, from the 
growers' culls. Experiments extending 
for a period of three years havo proved 
that walnut meats will keep sweet and 
fresh indefinitely if packed in vacuum, 
in hermetically scaled cans. The sales 
to date of this consumer package have 
exceeded all expectations and orders 
havo been booked for nearly 15,000 
oases of twenty-four cans each. This 
new departure provides tho housewife 
with a package of walnut moats which 
is just as good to cat in July as in No- 
vember, and which will help in estab- 
lishing tho California walnuts as an 
all-year-afound food product. 


Tho full-page advertisements now ap- 


pearing in tho national publications 
which will stimulate tho consumption 
of Diamond brand walnuts are also 
carrying an announcement of this new 
package of meats. In this way it is 
hoped to greatly increase the consump- 
tion through the spring and summer 
months. 


We can all remember that in the

Real Estate License 


Law Now in Effect 


The real estate license law now in 


effect provides that it shall be unlaw- 
ful for any person, co-partnership or 
corporation, to engage in tho business 
or act in tho capacity of a real estate 
broker, or a real estate salesman, with- 
in this state without first obtaining a 
license therefor. 
' 


It does not tipply to an owner who 


handles his own property. 


The real estate commissioner has full 


power to regulate and control the is- 
suance and revocation of licenses. 


When a license is issued to a corpor- 


ation the officers other than tho presi- 
dent are required to obtain a license 
if engaged in the real estate business 
in a whole or partial vocation. 


Application for license must bo made 


to the commissioner, accompanied by. 
the recommendation of two real estate 
owners of tho county in which the ap- 
plicant reside*, or >hag his place of 
businoHh, certifying that the applicant 
is honest, truthful and of good rcputu- 
tion, and recommending that t. license 
be granted. 


Application for license as real estate 


salesman must bo accompanied by the 
recommendation of his employer. 


Fees required arc : for broker, $10 


per annum; for a corporation the li- 
cense will entitle the-president to act 
as broker, for other officers the foe will 
bo $2 each. 


If a co-partnership the license will 


entitle one member to act and addi- 
tional ine-nbnrs shall be required to 
pay $2 each. 


For salesmen's license tho fee will 


be $2. 


Each person, linn or corporation li- 


censed shall bo required to have end 
maintain a definite place of business 
in the Mate. 


Before suspending or revoking any 


license I he sonimi.ssionor shall notify in 
writing the holder of license and af- 
ford an opportunity to bo heard in per- 
son or by counsel.- 


Decision of 
commissioner 
in sus- 


pending or revoking license shall be 
subject to review by court. 


Any person acting 
as 
real estate 


broker 
or salesman 
without 
license 


shall upon conviction be punished by 
fine not to exceed 12000, or by impris- 
onment not to exceed two years, or 
both; or if u corporation, be punished 
by a line of not to exceed $.~>0l)0. 


Licensed brokers shall not pay com- 


mission !o unlicensed brokers or sales- 
men.
